Candidates should consult them carefully to see if they are 
eligible before filling in the application form. The conditions 
prescribed cannot be relaxed, 

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION THE 
CANDIDATE MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG 
THE CENTRES GIVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 OF THE 
NOTICE. THE PLACE AT WHICH HE WISHES TO 
APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION. ORDINARILY NO
